becauſe they would rather fe in their Kingdome a Prince borne 
there: Seing the King of Spainenow butie both 1n out-land , and 
domeſticke warres, they with a unanimous conſent chote rhis 
Prince ant» whom God gran?, that he may long raigne and governe 
rohis own<2lory , and the gocd cf his ſubjects, and thereby rhe 
chi:iren of Don Antorwo, will likewiſe get thetr owne againe. 

After that the King of Spain? had cauſed ro bee publiſhed by a 
rear Noble man , the Ja't day of November 1640. 2 moſt heavy 
iecree. which made the Commons to rurmurre becauſe of the ex- 
rrezme burdens ; the chicfeſt and Principall men of che Countrey, 
which two years agce alteady minded ſuch athing to free themſelves 

,0n4 convenient nive from the extreame yoake of the Caftillians, 

1n2 now the C-Mnmons ſo inclinable toir, begun the fiſt of De- 

ber 1640. to prepare themſelves to put their intention into exe- 
1100, beginning in the ſame manner as hereafrer followerh. 

Upon Satterday being the firſt of this Monech, 4b ur nine of the 
docke, the Nobles of this City (having tor many dayes rogether, as 
afterwards was plainly ſeene,refolved and confulred)comming with 
their men armed from their houſes, went into the Cuurr, and firſt of 
2ll incothe Secretaries Quarter, ſlew ( A) rhere the Secretary Michael 
de Val: onſclles, 2nd tooke preſently all things into their poſ- 
ſeſſion, together with the High Darch and Spaniſh Watch , andher 
highneſſe Princefſe Margerita, and ſome other of her Nobility; 
and the ſame time alſo,all the Counſellours, namely thoſe of the 
Chimber of Juſtice, high Counſell, the Court and Counſell of che 
Kings Revenews : And this being done, they came through rhe 
ſtreets of this City with the rwo Srandards of the Chamber, 

procl:iiming the Duke of Braganza Ring, Don John the fourth : 
which thereupon alſo without any contradiction, was proclaimed by 
the Commons of the City, without ſlaying any man more, but 
him thar's mentioned above, and another (B) Counſellour or Al- 
Cerman of Atibergaria, who was then by meere accident inthe 
Secreraries Chaniber, (C 7 2nd another being a German. Wherupon 
immediatly Governors were choſen and eleGed by the ſayd Nobles, 
with the two Arch-Biſhops of Lzisboxe and Braga, which be- 
vunne immediarcly ro goyerne, and thereby the whole Citje was 
{ec 1n pezce and quie:nefle, albeir the rumulr was ſogreatas could be, 
clpecially there were ſer art liberty (inthe name of the new King } 
out of rwopriſons in this Cirie all the priſoners, excepting thoſe, 
thar were ca(t in priſon for extraordinarie theft, and albeit the ſame 
Jaynco Court of Law was kepr,yetno diſorder and contuſion happe=- 
ned: The atoreſaid Governours governed very well for five days to- 
gether. The fecond day the Caſtle of the City was raken without 
in:king any (hot againſtir, as alſo the Fort of Bethelem, the Fort 
of CabejaSccacamelikewile to be taken by aſtratagem,and immedi- 
atly thereupon Poſtes and expreſſes were diſpatched for the City of 
I'ilie Vileſa , which brought word of it to the King , and the ſame 
S4.urd:y at midnighthe had notice of it , and thereupon diſpatched 
Expreſies throughout the whole Kingdome,

IO HN the fourth, Duke of Braganza, folemnized 
the 15. of December, 1641. 


Together with the reaſon that hath moovedthe Portegals to caſt off the King of Spaine, 
and ro free themſelves by force of Armes from his power. 
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were ſent, wherewith they begun to barter the awe, and ac loft he- 
ng the 12. of the aforeſaid month the Fortof S. 1nlian was furren- 
dred, and Don Antonio Haſcarenſis was put into 1t for Governor 
and all the Forts of CHlgarve, Sentuvall, Port a Porthad yeelded 
already before together with thoſe of Viana, and the Commanders 
as namely A/caides were in al haft fenr ro their Ciries ro raile forces, 
and the Marquis de Ferreira and the Count of Yiznoſo { which are* 
laid tobe the chiefeſt ) gee as Governonrs every oneto his Juriſdi- 
ction, and on Saturday being the 1 5. of the aforeſaid month his 
Majeſty was ſworne King in this City upon a publick G Theater or 
Scaffold, which was made for that purpoſe neare the pallace where 
the Scepter was delivered unto him, and hath ſworne to obſerve the 
Ordinances of the Kingdome, and immediately thereupon he went 
on horſeback ina habit embroidered wich gold, and with a golden 
Scepter to the Cathedral under a (H) canopie accompanied by al the 
nobillity a foot & bare head, & comming to the gate of reloirix the 
2yes of the 7 City were delivered untohim, and at his returne from 
the Cathedral he paſſed through the Knz nowe and Calcetaria, and 
heerein this Citieare expected every day (M) the Queen Dora I uy= 


ſa and the Prince Dons Sebaſtian , ard the Infant:, which {taid be- 


hind at FillaViſoſe: in Michael de Vaſconcellos was feene 3n Ex- 
ample ofrhe conrinuatic n of che fortunes of the world , who was 
come to ſuch a height, that he commanded all «the judgement ſeats 
and Iuſtices of this Kingdome, his will was a law, made and unmade 
Earles, Marquiffes and Biſhops :(O) He was (lain with Bullets and 
ſtabs, and throwne our ofa window from the place where he was 
dwelling in the Fort, and fell upon the Terreire ds Paſſo ; where the 
people (tript him of his cloaths, and his dead corps lay there (till all

{ ſtop was made:and the houſe where his Brother Adayan Bragadwels, 
= belonging unro him, which he had cauſed tobe builr Sc:itfins of rhe 


King being a rare building, { whencehe had fled in womans appar- 
rell) waslikewile pillaged , and they begun to breake downe win- 
dowes and doores, and if the Governours had not ſent thither a 
guard of {«-uldiers , they would have totally pulld downe the ſame. 
The aforeſaid Adayen ( after that no cloyſter would take him in) 
went in a Prieſts habit cowards Lerya, where the Biſhop his bro- 
ther hid him ; andit is thought, that he is gone rowards Caſtile: 


' The Government of his Majeſty hath altered nothing in the Otfces 


of the Commong,only hath caſheir'd the providor of the 4lfandige; 


| becauſe he was ſonne in law ro Dege Soares and the Count of Cuften- 
\ beds,who was Prefident of the Table of conſciecne the afliſta nts and 


contratours remaine in their places,as they have been before: Whar 
in Caſtile is done, we know nor as yet, becauſe of this newes,which 
1sſo great, whereof the whole world will fpeake, Ambaſſidours 
are ſent towards the North, and rowards Exglandis gone Don 
Antonio Almada, and for France the upper Menteirs chicte Hunter ; 
& tor Holland Dow Triſtan de Mendeſa,and for Rome the Biſhop of La- 
mego,we (hall ſee what good ſuccefſe their Ambaſſages will have, and 
ſo the reaſons, which are tobe ſer downe and printed,and {hall come 


FE abroad, and ſhall be added unto ir. Her Highrefle Margarita 


together with Marquis De la Puebla were impriſoned in the pallace 
of Enxobregas being watched by two companies, they have allowed 
them yearly 14000. Duckats for keeping of their rable,in heir mo- 
veables they werenot toucht the other Spaniards of norte are Kept in 
cuſtody in the Caſtle, and many ſouldiers, that married there, gave 
up their names to ſerve under the Portugalls. Herevpon his Majetty 
begun preſently ro governe,and all things were done in fo good ore 
der thar all the world cannot ſufficiently wonder at it, for after tha? 
he had maſtred the Fort of S. 7#{ias and al theForts of his Kingdome 
he ſent for his Counſell, and after thar they appeared before him the 
laſt of December : His Majeſty publiſhed and cauſed ro be regiſtred a 
decree which you ſhall haye ſhortly printed in Exgliþ.
